A lack of adequate accommodation in

| meeting was held a few days ago, when dates 


arranged which will satisfactorily dis- 
tribute the various events so that the principal 
exhibitions will not conflict with each other. | 
Easter Sunday is April 23, and the Horse Fair 
at Madison Square Garden, the show at the 
Durland Riding Academy, the Brooklyn Rid- 
ing and Driving Club’s show, and the Orange 
Horse Show were all scheduled for the week | 
of the 24th. 


At the meeting on Friday it was proposed 
that the Horse Fair should have the right of 
way for the week after Easter, the Durland 
show taking the first three days of the follow- 
ing week, beginning May 1, and the Brooklyn 
show the next three days, namely, May 4, 5, 
Brooklyn and Orange seem certain to 
clash, but the latter being almost wholly a local 
show, will not seriously interfere with the 
fashionable Brooklyn function.

LOSS ON PASSENGER TRAFFIC | 


Prices of Ordinary Tickets Increased, 
Too—Cost of Traveling Now the 
Highest Hereabouts. 


ihe Long Island Railroad has 
sxounced that, beginning with Wednesday, 
the commutation rates will be ‘increased | 
20 per cent., and the commuters are now | 
confronted with the stiffest proposition 
of its kind in the metropolitan district. 
Heretofore the Long Island Road has 
stood with the Pennsylvania in maintain- 
ing the highest commutation rates of all 
the railroads running out of New York, 
but by this latest move, decreed in order | 
to make up some of the operating deficit 
that the road has had during the last few 
years, it advances to a place quite its 
own, well ven of the road that} 
controls it. 

The move is not one hastily determined. | 
The officials of the Long Island have had 
it under consideration, «resident Potter 
said yesterday, for a year or more, and it 
has the unqualified apbroval not only of 
the Executive Committee, but of the 
Board of Directors representing Pennsyl- 
vania interests. 

With the advances in commutation rates 
goes a material advance in the single and 
rourd-tri; rates to Oyster Bay and cer- 
tain stations on the main line, and to 
practicaliy all points on the North Side 
Division. The single fare to Oyster Bay 
juu:ps from cents to $1.02, and the 
monthly commutation ticket from $12.65 
to $14.97, and, on the North Side Division, 
the single fare to Flushing, for example, 
is ircreased from 15 cents to 23 cents, 
while the monthly commutation rate goes 
up from $4.25 to $5.10 
OF LOCAL ROADS 

To iilustrate some of the differences of | 
rates on rcads running out of New York, 
a table has been made up as far as pos- 
sible on the basis of the monthly sixty- 
trip commutation rates, giving them for 
points ten, fifteen, twenty, and twenty- 
five miles from the terminal. In some 
instances rates have had to be estimated, 
rates to stations near the points in ques- 
tion being the basis for the computation. 

[i the case of the Long Island Road, no} 
monthly commutation is arranged, so one- 
third of the existing three-months rate 
has been taken. On the New Haven Road | 
it is necessary to take the sum of the] 
graduated payments on a five-months| 
ticket and arrive at a monthly rate by 
same process.

Indifference to 
danger is seen now. Even published 
threats to destroy ten billions of property 
cause no apprehension. Naturally he who 
lthinks his own deposits safe does not | 
feel the need of insuring them. But in} 
Ohio four National banks failed last year. 
In the little cities of Oberlin, Wooster, 
Conneaut, and Galion, depositors have 
suffered through bank failures. By the 
plan which I have tried for nearlya year to | 
bring properly before Congress, it would 
| have cost only $260 annually to insure all 
the deposits in the four banks, or $65 per 
bank, on the average. Can it be con- 
ceived that banks would rather fail and 
| depositors suffer than insure deposits 
when it costs so little? If I convinced the 
American people at any of these points in 
Ohio that deposit insurance was practi- 
cable and I was authorized to speak for 
!them in Washington, would not Congress 
| listen? Why should Congress object? In- 
| suring deposits would not cost the Gov- 
| ernment anything, and it would please the | 

people from one end of the land to the 

| other. 
This is no new matter. Deposit insur- 
lance has been proposed for twenty years. |

The plan was to 
be prepared so that the bondholders could 
act upon it and decide to remain in the 
scheme, or get out, and necessarily it was 
intended that. they should have time to 
act on it and withdraw their bonds if 
they so elected before their rights were 
prejudiced by a sale. There was no need 
of a plan after the reorganization was 
effected, as the purpose was to furnish a 
basis for action to be taken with‘ refer- 
ence to reorganizing the road, subject to 
the approval or disapproval of the bond- 
holders.

Prof. Hyslop's acceptance of the spirit- 
istic theory as an explanation of psychic 
phenomena was mainly the result of the 
society's investigation of the case of Mrs. 
Piper. For seventeen years past this re- 
markable woman has given séances under 
the exclusive direction of the Society for 
Psychical Research, the officers of which 
have taken every means in their power to 
eliminate the possibility of fraud in her 
communications. The society therefore 
vouches for the honesty of the séances 
given by this woman under their direc- 
tion, although the explanation of the phe- 
nomena varies with the point of view of 
the different members. Prof. Charles Eliot 
Norton of Harvard University, for in- 
stance, while vouching for the good faith 
of Mrs. Piper, says of her: 

“Her conditions seemed to me anal- 
ogous to those of an ill person dreaming 
a suggested dream, in which trains of 
dream to which the dreamer has been ac- 
customed are modified by the special con- 
ditions of the moment.’”’ 

Prof. N. 8. Shaler of Harvard gives the 
following as his opinion: ‘‘ While I am 
disposed to hold to the hypothesis that 
the performance of Mrs. Piper is one that 
is founded on some kind of deceit, I 
must confess that close obseyvation of the 
medium made on me the impression that 
she is honest. Seeing her under any other 
conditions, I should not hesitate to trust 
my instinctive sense as to the truthfyl- 
ness of the woman.”

This Piper case has, of course, been the 
most important one investigated by the 
society, and during its progress has been 
the cause for various of its members, like 
Dr. Newton, Frof. Hyslop, and others, 
coming out in declarations in favor of 
spiritism—although it is significant that 
none of these gentlemen has allied him- 
self with the professed Spiritualists. Two 
or three years ago, however, a sensational 
climax was apparently brought to the 
Piper séances in the shape of a ‘‘ confes- 
sion’ purporting to be made by the wo- 
man herself. Speaking of this confes- 
sion, Prof. Hyslop ridiculed it as being 
untrue and misleading He declares that 
the séances are still under the 
management of the ary of the soci- 
ety and that thr re in every way as 
convincing as they were before, the soci- 
ety seeing no reason for doubting the sin- 
cerity of the medium in question. At the 
time her ‘* confession ’’ was given to the 
public Prof. Hyslop made the following 
explanatory statement in a Western pa- 
per: 

‘The story regarding Mrs. Piper in a 
New York paper last Fall was amusing to 
the scientific man and puzzled the gen- 
eral public.

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“The article was brought back to Mrs. 
Piper, and dissatisfied with it 
and insisted on its destruction. It was 
put in the fire and destroyed. The.original 
document which she had dictated to her 
daughter is still in the possession of Dr. 
Hedgson, Secretary of the Society for 
Psychical Research. It will make very 
different reading from the story in the 
New York paper when we publish it. But 
after the destruction of the article written 
by the reporter the latter wrote, on her 
own responsibility, an article on the case, 
evidently cribbing a good deal of it from 
the proceedings of the society and piecing 
out with fragmentary recollections of her 
conversations with Mrs. Piper in the Sum- 
mer. She then brought the last sheet or 
two of this article to Mrs. Piper to be 
signed by her. This sheet contained gar- 
bled accounts of her previous 
tions.

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“In order to obtain the permit the pay- 
ment of ‘graft’ to numerous officials is 
necessary. They fix their bribes so high 
in many that a workman who has 
saved up enough money to start a small 
factory of his own is unable to do 
simply inot satisfy these 
officials. Then, too, they may 
take bribes from factories already in op- 
eration to refuse him h ermit. And if 
he happens to be a man who is suspected 
by the secret volutionary sen- 
timents it that he will not 
be allowed to permit on any 
terms. The authorities know that the 
factory and the workshop are the forcing 
beds of the movement for freedom, and 
they therefore do all in their power to 
prevent them from falling under the con- 
trol of persons who sympathize with the 
cause of liberty. 

“Trade unions and strikes are still un- 
lawful in Russia. Less than fifteen years 
ago there were no labor organizations in 
that country, and the men who first start- 
ed them and joined them were treated as 
traitors by the Government, and were sent 
to jail or to Siberia. But the movement 
could not be stopped. Organizers from 
England, Belgium, France, and other in- 
dustrial countries helped’ it forward, and 
eventually the unions attained such 
strength in St. ]Petersburg, Moscow, Baku,

** But the point that cannot be too much 
insisted on is this—the striker in Russia 
is regarded as a rebel against the Govern- 
ment, and the whole force of the Govern- 
ment is ipse facto arrayed against him. 
Russian children are taught in school that 
it is their duty to sacrifice themselves un- 
questionably, first, for the Czar; second, 
for their master, and third, for Holy Rus- 
sia. Observe that the master is placed 
before the fatherland! 

‘The master—the employer of labor—is 
regarded as an essential part of the auto- 
cratic system. The Government fears that 
if his authority is weakened the people 
will lose respect for authority in general. 
This, I suppose, is one reason why there 
are no factory regulation laws in Russia 
designed for the benefit of the workmen, 
no laws restricting the labor of women 
and children, no laws to enforce more or 
less humane conditions of labor, as there 
are in other industrial countries.

“Tt is true there is a law fixing the 
hours of labor per day at eleven, but it is 
entirely different in its purpose and 
character from the laws- regulating hours 
of labor in this country. The idea of it 
is to provide that all factory operatives, 
mine workers, &c., shall work eleven 
hours a day; their employers can force

“As the right of public meeting is de- 
nied in Russia, the strikers inevitably 
come in contact with the police and the 
military. Until quite recently it has been 
the practice to break up even the smallest 
assemblies. Military intervention general- 
ly becomes necessary because the police— 
the ordinary police, not the secret police— 
are very inefficient in Russia. They can- 
hot be relied upon to break up a mob or 
enforce the policy of the Government. 
The soldiers—particularly the Cossacks— 
must be called in. The policemen in Russia 
are shamefully underpaid. Even the Cap- 
tains of police only get about $16 a 
month, and of course they are always 
open to receive ‘graft.’ Fifty cents is a 
liberal bribe to offer even to one of the 
Police Captains, and for a dollar he would 
do almost anything. This inefficiency of 
the police explains why the troops are 
called in so often to uphold the cause of 
autocracy in the cities. 

‘“‘It is hardly correct to say, as I have 
noticed many American newspapers do 
say, that the Russian Government is a 
partner of the factory owners, and that 
is why strikers are so heavily punished. 
It is true the Government does own 
shares in some large enterprises, but there 
are not many of them, and they are con- 
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Mme. Breshkowsky, recently arrived, is 
a prominent figure, being one of the revo- 
lutionists who has suffered every kind of 
terrible experience for her cause. Twenty- 
two years in Siberia, association with 
criminals, hard labor, confinement, 
wild escapes through Siberian forests, and 
a life of continual propaganda for the last 
seven among Russian peasant vil- 
lages have not impaired her courage, her 
enthusiasm, her charm. She has traveled 
since her release through hundreds of 
outlying provinces, always aided in elud- 
ing the police by the peasants. She has 
escaped at midnight, or openly in disguise, 
as a man, an old woman, a fine lady, a 
priest, a soldier. She has been carried 
under cover in a cart and has ridden as a 
man on horseback. The revolutionists here 
are delighted with her refinement, her 
simplicity, her heart.

Dr. H. Solotariff, who lives a studious 
life among his books and manuscripts, is 
one of the foremost thinkers among fhe 
Russians.

“The Russian Government fs certainly 
paternal to the big manufacturers, and it 
fights against the workingmen for the 
double purpose of supporting autocracy 
and bolstering up the State-created, State- 
nurtured industries. The manufacturers 
tell the Government that if they have to 
make concessions to their workmen they 
will not be able to compete with imported 
goods, despite the tariff protection they 
receive. This is their own fault, of course, 
but the Government accepts their decla- 
rations at their face value because they 
accord with its own policy. Thus it comes 
about that the labor question in Russia is 
inevitably a political question.

“A most serious factor in the situation 
is the Government encouragement of the 
sale of liquor. Vodka, of course, is one of 
the greatest curses of Russia, and has 
much to do with the misery of the people. 
The Government has a monopoly of the 
sale of spirits, and it encourages their 
use as widely as possible, because it wants 
to make aH the revenue it can.

“The working classes in the Russian 
towns are mostly drawn from the coun- 
try districts. They are not town bred. 
The system of employment is rather like 
the Italian ‘ padroni’ system here. When 
an employer wants, say, 500 men, he sends 
agents to the villages to pick up here a 
dozen peasants and there a score, until 
the required number is made up. These 
men usually leave their wives and chil- 
dren, or their sweethearts, behind them, 
and go to the city to work for two or 
three years on contract. At the end of 
the period, of course, they hope to have 
money saved up which will place them in 
a better position when they return to the 
home -village; but usually they have noth- 
ing, for it has all gone to buy vodka. 

“These men, living alone in the city, 
are readier to embark in revolutionary en- 
terprises than men living in the bosom of 
their femilies would be. 

“During the past few years there has 
been a great campaign of education 
among these workmen, and also among 
the scldiers. It is impossible to say how 
far the troops are disaffected, but we

Sweeping the motley company with his eyes, as 
though weighing and finding them wanting, the Com- 
missioner General vouchsafed that hardly one in 
twenty of them had left home voluntarily, and that 
unless they could satisfy the Inspectors that they had 
relatives amply qualified to care for them they would 
one and all be deported 

Speaking earnestly and forcefully as he passed into 
another corridor leading to a large room congested 
with detained women and girls, the Commissioner 
arraigned what he called the European slave-traders 
who traffic in flesh and blood by bringing not only 
girls under age but immoral women, confirmed in- 
valids, and criminals to the United States. 

‘‘During the past year there has been a notable 
increase in the number of criminals coming over 
here,” he continued, ‘‘ some of them being the worst 
criminals of Europe. There is no question about it, 
for we have positive evidence of the fact. In short, 
the time has come for the country to demand to know 
the character of immigrants that Europe is shed- 
ding or trying to shed.” 

Continuing, the Commissioner stated that in several 
European cities, with or without the connivance of 
the authorities, inmates of hospitals and almshouses / 
were, there was reason to believe, being provided 
with tickets and means of reaching Ellis Island. Ap- 
proximately 5 per cent. of deportation cases come

That was many years ago to some of us, 
but still we are awed by Orion and his 
stars. Watched reverently from some 
lonely road or wind-swept hill, far from

electric lights or noisy crowd, or per- 
haps yet more favorably viewed from deck 
of ship in midocean, they still fill us with 
admiring wonder. Mercury is again to be 
numbered as one of the morning stars, 
and, having recently reached the point 
of greatest distance to the westward 
from the sun, is now proceeding in the 
direction of that powerfully attractive 
body, with which to be in superior con- 
junction in March. Mercury and Saturn 
are in very close relation on the 24th, the 
former being only a little more than a 
degree to the southward of the ringed 
planet. Both of these bodies are so close 
to the sun that they are invisible to the 
naked eye. Saturn and the new crescent 
of the moon are in conjunction on the 
4th, while on the 12th we shall lose Saturn 
from the realm of the evening stars, as 
he is on that day in conjunction with the 
sun. 

On the 24th Saturn, as has been stated 
above, is in conjunction with Mercury, 
and so on the monthly programme he has 
three numbers assigned to him, in none 
of which, however, are we permitted to 
have a look at him. Happily, he will be 
more conspicuous later on in the morning 
sky; and, like everybody else, he must 
occasionally devote time to polishing up 
his rings. Burnished as they will become 
by a more intimate connection with the 
sun’s rays, we should not begrudge him 
these few weeks of invisibility.

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J GOWNS OF THE PRESENT MOMENT 
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OME beautiful gowns recently ar- 
rived from Paris for two or three 
matrons and maids of Gotham’'s 
“fashionable set are well worth de- 
tailed descriptions. 

Une simple frock for a young girl is 
pale lavender chiffon over light blue chif- 
fon cloth. The bodice is a fichu effect, 
and the unusual adaptation of a long 
plaited fichu to form the entire bodice— 
save the deep girdle portion—is one that 
may be copied to advantage by a clever 
maid. Lavender chiffon, lying in ap- 
parently loose folds, but fastened to a 
long shaped foundation of blue chiffon 
cloth, is arranged in a really simple way. 
At the back the fichu is folded over to 
describe a V, and the plaits go over 
the shoulders, separating to show the neck 
and V-shaped sections of the wearer's 
white skin; the fichu ends cross at the 
bust line, and are slanted down under the 
arms and brought up at the back to meet 
the point from which they started; here 
they end under a flat loose rosette of the 
lavender chiffon, and two long sash ends, 
one of lavender and one of pale blue chif 
fon, each ten inches wide, fall to the 
skirt’s hem, where three deep ruched 
puffs, each three inches wide, of the 
chiffon over the blue chiffon cloth, cross 
each end, and by their weight maintain
